Bul trhiltl all good citiieui inuit lie 
dr-.tr. .iiv of encouraging every ineuurc 
talrulalrd to pruinole the general comfort, 
they trill not be indifferent to thai* priu- 
ripfei of jiimce and rt|n jtv which are u 
binding upon tviminunilte!i at upnti t i li- 
Vidoali.

Fraud and 
oppression are detritable, whereauvtr and 
hy whittiiaoever tdey may be prgctised, 
wheihrrinprivgle life or by public btidiei.

At the *ubfecl of i( reel -align men I ii 
now before the city guthoriliea, and ii 
likely tu engage the attention of the 
legiilature, ii it deaitabl* that our fellow- 
citizen* generally ahould underatand lite 
count which haa been hitherto punned. 

Un the iSlh Augutt, 1833, an Act 
or Council (I William IV., No. II,) 
waa pissed " fur making, altering, 
and improving, the road* throughout the 
colony of Nrw South Walei, and /or 
nfttning improring tht ttrrrl* in tht 
foioaa therm/" The preamble- tlatet 
both the ohjeett of the Act, and the jrrin- 
nptf upon which they are to be carried 
nut : " whereat it in expedient to provide 
for making, altering, and improving, the 
roath and wayt in tbe colony uf 
New Suulh Walet, and for opening 
• nd im; rating itreelt in the town* and 
villagei thereof; rW /or irroVaMr- 
'i/t»i7 the proprietor* of t»et\ fond nr 
f/rftHrtff rrt in- 1 if br rctfHireft /itr tttrh pur- 
pose, and which hat been granted from 
ihe Crown nithutti any retert uion of the 
puwrr of making any road or alreet in or 
through the nme.' Here the meant are 
at laudable u Ihe end. Whatever land or 
ground may be requir-d for 1 1 e public ac- 
commodation, ii to be taken . but if the 
proprietor! thereof are not bound by the 
tertnl of their tenure to larrendrr the 
same, they are to he .Wtmiryferf fur to 
doing. 

Tne prnceia directed by the Act wai at 
follow-i. But ai we are speaking of ttreetf 
only, we mutt premier, that although we 
do not tiie the word " roadi," the proceai 
applied to roadt and ttreelt alike. 

Whenever the Govbinoh, with thr ad - 
rice of the Kxeciilivr Cotiacil, ihould deem 
it expedient lo open and make a 
itreet, notice thereof wu to be given by 
adve niacin tnt in the frWrramear Gazette, 
•riling forth all particular! , referring to 
a lurvey .mil tracing thereof tn be seen al 
Ihr office of the .Surveyor-fjerieral ; and 
calling upon all pertoui interested tlterein, 
tu date in writing, add rested b> the clerk 
of the Kxeculive Council, within one 
month from the firat publication of tuch 
notice, any well grounded objection lhal 
might appear to them tu exiat againal the 
pruposed megaure. After due contidtra- 
tion of the objection*, it was lawful for 
Ihe Kieculivr lo alter or confirm the laid 
line of alreet, at lo them ihould teem 
meet, and thereupon, by public notice in 
the Gazette, to declare it eapedirnl lo 
carry the plan into effect. Bul If the 
proprietor or occupier of the ground rati 1 1 
peraiited. in hit objection, he wai required 
to nerve a written notice upon the Colonial 
Secretary, within furty day* from ibf 
dale of the Oatrtte announcing the 
Government decision. The Qovernor was 
thereupon lo appniat Commitiionert fur 
enquiringintoihecomplaint,«tidatie»iing 
the damagea for rumpeniafiun. Thete 
Conimtttionera were to be ataitted by 
a jury of twelve respectable houwholdrra, 
and had full power to tummou wiineatet, 
and paainine them on oath. " The said 
jury," il ii enacted, " ihall entiiiire and 
aiaem, and give their verdict for audi hiiiii 
or tonva of money, by way of damagei, as 
tn i Item ihall teem an equivalent fir the 
liiaa ur injury matained by the owner or 
jtroprieior " of the ground. To (he 
amount of damage) were alto to be 
added the necrMtary riprntri uf w ilnetiet, 
and all other coda of the enquiry. 
I'pon ihit award the Government were 
rttlriined from acting - thai it, from 
paying Lbe damage! and taking poiaetaion 
uflhr ground — unteit with the advice and 
content of Ihe Lrgrtilative Council, and 
if not acted upon within IWelte calendar 
i non lira alter the verdict of the jury had 
been given, then Ihe vtrdif, and all thr 
proceeding! bad prior and lubtequCnt 
thereto, were In It void and of no efftcl.
